portion of the walls lett standing, and the lofty
chimney connected with the mill, The deatruc-
tion waus most complete. The mill buliding was
oceupied by three parties,

Brady, Shafer & U'o,, who carry on the sash
and door making business, cccupied the first,
wocond, and fourth stories, This firm lost every-
lhln{: not a single article belonging to the
estnblishment escaped the gavages of the flames,
They c#limate their loss at $10,000, on which
there is an msurance of $2000.

The trird st-ry was occupled by Ollis &
Brother, tnrners, Their loss i estimated av

000, on which there 15 an insurance of only

1000, The cellar was ocoupied by Mr, John A,
Fweriek, and was used tor the manulnoture of
foundry tacings, Everything in vius apartment
is & mass of ruins,

Mr, Emrick’s loss, it is believed, will resnch’the
sum of $16,000, on which there s an insurance
of 86000, The total losa by vhe burning of the
will wiitl reach over $30,000.

The bulding and machinery owned by Mr. M,
J, Brady, wns valued at about $16, Mr.
Brady is insured lor about $4000,

The will Incing on Allen strect fell in sbout n
halt hous after the fire broke out, with a tre.
mendous ¢tash, snd was followed by the wall on
the porth and south sides of the building, A
ortion of the rear wall remammed standing,

'wo two-story brick dwellings adjoining the
mill on the north wera very seriously injured.

The fivst one, No, 107 Allen strect, was oceo-
pied by Mrs. Nichol, The upper and back part
of the house was entirely burned out, and the
furnfure of the other portion of the honse in-
fured by water. There is an insurance pn this
dwelling of $500.

No. 169 Allen street was occupled by Mr, Kirk-
patrick, The back buildings and rear pertion
ol the main building were vory mach injured by
fires There ig an insurance of abhont 600 on thi=
house also,

Another dwelling<honse adjolning this on
the north, No. 171 Allen streat, oecupied by Mr.
Davis, was also injured partly by fire, but mostly
by water, .

On the south side of the planiog mill was the
Livery stable of B, and J. Weber, A large shed
connected ‘with this stable, and immediately
udjoining the mill, was croghed in by the falling
walls, and is a muss of ruins, This shed was
used for the porpose of storlng earrlages, but
fortunately they were all conveyed to' a plagk of
safety before the wall fell 1. :

To the rear of this livery stable, and slso ai-
juining the planing mill, are two rame dwell-
ings, owned by Mr., Benjamin B, Thomas, oocu-
sied respectively by James Thomas and Mr.

chaer.  These buildings were considerably
damaged by fire, and the furniture injured by
witler,

The fire originated in av_ open shed or shop
attached to the planing mill on the north, snd
it i confidently believed that it was the work of
au incendiary., This shed was used for the pur-
pose of storing finished material manufactured
1o the mill

Owing to the combustible nature of the con-
tents of the mill, the flames spread with great
rapidity, and in legs than one hour after the
discovery of the fire the entire bullding was
levelled to the ground.

When the fire was at it height it presented a
maguiticent and fearlul uiehi und great eon-
sternafion existed among the inmates of dwell
ing houges in the vicinity.

The wind was very high at the time, and bat
for the nlmost superhuman exertions of the fire-
men, the destruction of property would have
been far grester,

TUrRBULENT FIREMEN.—A number of fire-
